“WILMINGTON - Residents of Houghton Road 
have serious concerns regarding a neighboring 
Home recently purchased by Vinfen, a human 
services organization. 

According to the company’s website, "Vinfen 
is & private non-profit human services organi- 
zation providing a comprehensive array of ser- 
vices to adults and children with mental ill- 
ness, mental retardation, and behavioral 
health disabilities." 

According to a flyer distributed throughout 
the neighborhood, and attributed to an abut- 
ting property owner, "Vinfen assist people with 
mental illness, mental retardation, behavioral 
disabilities, HIV/AIDS, psychiatric rehabilita- 
tion to name a few." 

The flyer cites a Vinfen motto of, "We assist 
individuals whom society has forgotten," and 
urges the members of the neighborhood to, 
"join together to insist (and hopefully prevent) 
that we do not want this type of establish- 
ment/individuals living among our families. 
‘The safety of our families is now in question." 

According to Christopher Smalley, Vinfen’s 
Director of Public Affairs, the company offers 
services to more than 3,000 individuals, placed 
by the state, in many different types of pro- 
grams and settings. According to Smalley, the 
Houghton Road property is a Massachusetts 
Department of Retardation (MDR) funded pro- 
gram, The specific medical information of 
those placed in the home may not be disclosed 
due to confidentiality laws under the Health 
Insurance Portability and Accountability Act 
(HIPAA), but because the MDR is funding the 
residence, the residents placed on Houghton 
Road will have development disabilities. Such 
clients, according to Smalley, are not prone to 
creating safety issues.

Efforts of negotiating team 
discarded

WILMINGTON - The Board of Selectman met 
Monday night for another marathon meeting with 
Crystal Commons on the agenda. Developer 
Richard Tambone once again appeared in front of 
the Board to discuss density levels of the Crystal 
Commons affordable housing project proposed for 
10 Burlington Avenue. The current plan proposes 
100 condominium units and 8 townhouses to be 
built at 10 Burlington Avenue. 

A negotiation team of consisting of Selectmen 
Michael McCoy and Suzanne Sullivan was estab- 
lished during the September 19th-meeting for the 
purpose of meeting with Tambone to discuss 
options for making the project more palatable for 
the town and area residents. 

During the negotiating team’s meetings with the 
developer, it was decided that Tambone should 
present in writing his intention to appropriate 
additional grants and funding for traffic improve- 
ments and general enhancements to the affected 
area. Also during those meetings, Tambone pro 
vided three options for the team to consider bring. 
ing before the Board. 

Option one proposed maintaining 100 condomini- 
um units, the elimination of the 8 townhouses slat 
ed for the Floradale Avenue side of the property 
and the donation of one hundred and one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars to the town. 

Option two suggested maintaining 100 condo- 
minium units, replacing the 8 townhouses with 3 
single-family homes facing Floradale Avenue and 
a one hundred fifty thousand dollar gift to the

mation regarding Wilmington 
Public Schools was presented 
by School Superintendent 
William McAlduff. The pur- 
pose of the presentation was to 
bring the town up to speed on 
where the school system is and 
where it is 

"In 1996, we had 3 395 children 
in our school system and our 
projection was for 4,319 by 2006. 
We currently have 3,870 stu- 
dents enrolled. As projected, 
the middle and high schools 
increased in numbers but the 
primary grades did not," 


McAlduff went on to say that 
he was extremely proud of the 
"fine and capable" staff 
employed by the school depart- 
ment. He stated that 28 per- 
cent of the teachers held bach- 
elors degrees, 72 percent held 
masters degrees and of these 
many had additional courses 
equaling another masters 
degree. Teachers with twenty- 
five years or more in the 
Wilmington School system rep- 
resented 19 percent of the total 
number, those with 15 to 24 
years represented 12 percent, 6 
to 14 years represented 12 per- 


cent and 1 to 5 years represent- 
ed 48 percent. 

Many new programs are 
being implemented such as, an 
Understanding Technical and 
Professional Development 
Curriculum program, a five 
year Tech Plan, and a K-5 
Trailblazers math curriculum 
program that helps meet the 
math standards set by the 
state. 

The math Trailblazers pro- 
gram has been so successful in 
the primary grade level that it

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Monkey business as usual 
in Wilmington 


= ‘It has been said that if an infinite number of monkeys with an infi- 
inite number of typewriters were given an infinite amount of time, 
they would eventually type out the collected works of Shakespeare. 

The Town of Wilmington conducted an experiment akin to the "infi- 

nite monkey theorem" on Monday night. 

The five monkey's involved, also known as the Board of Selectmen, 
were not able to come up with any decipherable Shakespeare. The 
closest they got was, "0 Romeo, Romeo! Where you at?” 

In a three-hour Gatling gun session of mishaps, missteps and near- 
misses devoted to discussing the proposed affordable housing devel- 
opment known as Crystal Commons, the Board exposed each and 
every flaw inherent in local government. The entire meeting was the 
finest case for anarchy ever presented. 

Crystal Commons, slated for property at 10 Burlington Avenue, cur- 
rently proposes 108 housing units-made up of 100 condominium units 
and 8 townhouses. The Board, at the suggestion of Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis, had previously established a negotiating team, con- 
sisting of Selectmen Michael McCoy and Suzanne Sullivan, to meet 
with the developer, Richard Tambone, to discuss density levels and 
the potential of a monetary gift to be donated to the town. 

The negotiating team met twice and developed three options to 
bring before the Board. The first option maintained 100 condomini- 
um units, dropped the 8 townhouses, and included a $150,000 gift to 
the town. The second option maintained 100 condominium units, 
replaced the 8 townhouses with 3 single-family homes, and included 
a $150,000 gift to the town. The third option maintained 100 condo- 
miniums, maintained 8 townhouses, and included a $250,000 gift to 
the town, 

According to both McCoy and Tambone, the three individuals 
involved left the negotiations with the agreement that the first 
option, once it was put into writing and accepted as to form by Town 
Counsel, would receive the endorsement of McCoy and Sullivan. 
Sullivan apparently had second thoughts after striking the deal. 
According to Sullivan, she had been looking for a reduction of 20 
units, $150,000 to the town, and mitigation to the site, but the devel- 
oper did not meet her half-way. She was not ready to settle yet, 

The Board took a vote on option one, which failed 3 to 2 

The Board took a vote on option two, which failed 3 to 2. 

The Board took a vote on option three, which failed 3 to 2. 

Then they all agreed that the location was an ideal spot for Crystal 
Commons and they'd all like to see the project go forward. They 
might well have typed, "Now is the winter of our discombobulation.” 

‘The negotiation sessions were obviously a colossal waste of time, 
‘ but according to DeRensis, they were also premature. He suggested 
that the Board should never sign off on such an agreement until all 
mitigation measures were established. Never mind the fact that the 
‘thegotiations were initiated at his suggestion. 
‘It was Karl Sagal, associate member of the Board of Appeals, who 
informed the Selectmen that it would be the job of the Board of 
-Appeals to examine the minutiae of necessary mitigation measures. 
Decisions of the Board of Appeals would be made based on the tes- 
timony of experts and any mitigation determined to be necessary 
would be the responsibility of the developer and would not be 
adversely affected by Selectmen negotiations. 

‘Town Manager Michael Caira suggested that the Selectmen con- 
sider making a motion that if the Board of Appeals should approve 
the project with a density level of 108, Tambone would provide a gift 
to the town of $250,000. Furthermore, if an approval were given for 
100 units a gift of $100,000 would result. Determining the amount of 
monetary gift due to the town if the Board of Appeals approved a 
density level somewhere between 100 and 108 would simply be a 
mathematical exercise. 

The Board of Selectmen voted 3 to 2 against 

; ‘The Board did most assuredly distinguish itself in one respect. It 

ais supremely unlikely that any other group of elected officials has 
“ever been so successful in endearing an affordable housing develop- 
‘er to the very neighbors opposing his proposal. Three hours into the 
discussion, the Board decided that no resolution would be reached. 

each pushed their typewriters aside, thanked Tambone for 
coming in to visit, and dismissed him. 

‘Tambone and his project engineer sat slack-jawed for a moment or 
two before dejectedly gathering their drawings and exiting. 
Audience members sat dumbstruck, aside from the occasional mut- 
tering of, "Three hours for that?" 

An hour later; long after the departure of anyone interested in 
Crystal Commons, and sometime after the WCTV technician 
announced that he had gone through three videotapes to record the 
meeting, McCoy proposed a motion that the Board of Selectmen sup- 
port the concept of Crystal Commons with the understafffling that 
the Board of Appeals will make the final determinations. 

The Board voted unanimously to approve the motion 
approximately 12:15 a.m. 

Following that action, and surprisingly without incident or discus- 
sion, the Board voted unanimously to issue a permit allowing the 
Boy Scouts of America to sell Christmas trees during the holiday 
season. 

What about the monkeys? 

It was the French mathematician and politician Emile Borel, inci- 
dentally, who first presented the "infinite monkey theorem" in his 
1909 book on probability. The Wilmington Board of Selectmen was 
not the first group to disprove Borel’s theorem. In a 2003 experiment 
conducted at Plymouth University in England, researchers deter- 
mined that primates left alone with a computer would never type out

According to "The Odd Truth, May 9, 2003" on www.cbsnews.com, 
@ computer was left in a monkey enclosure at Paignton Zoo in south- 

sWest England with six Sulawesi crested macaques. The lead male 
began bashing the computer with a stone. 

Eventually, the moi "produced five pages of text, composed 
primarily of the letter S. Later, the letters A, J, L and M crept in." 

"They were quite interested in the screen, and they saw that when 
they typed a letter, something ha . There was a level of inten- 
tion there," researcher Mike Phillips is credited as saying 

The monkeys were particularly interested, aecording to Phillips, in 
édefecating and urinating all over the keyboard.

Last week I brought my two 
children and husband to the 
Rodeo of Champions at the 
Shriners Auditorium —_in 
Wilmington.

As I walked through the doors, 
the rodeo smell brought me 
back. It’s a distinct smell, and 
yes, I know what you're think- 
ing. And yes, that’s part of it, 
but it’s not the bad part of it. 
That, together with worn 
leather, cattle, horses, and the 


cowboys and cowgirls, you 
know you're in a different 
place. 

For some reason, I felt out of 
place. It wasn’t because I had- 
n't been to such an event for 
decades, or because I had been 
"citified." Without running the 
risk of sounding smug, I knew 
what it was all about. Not that 
I knew more about the event 
than any of the other spectators 
who came out to enjoy it, but I 
understood the essence of the 
Rodeo, and, what it means to 
the people who ride in it.

This $81 mil- 
lion project is one of the biggest 
sewer projects in 
Massachusetts, 

Seeking to get even more 
involved in his community, Mr. 
Selissen became a candidate for 
the town’s Board of Selectmen, 
and was elected in April 2003. 

"It was an honor for me to be 
elected as a selectman," said 
Mr. Selissen. "It proved that the 
people of Tewksbury were confi- 
dent in my leadership abilities.” 

Since then, he has been active 
in the development of a town 
water study. This study helped 
to identify problems in the 
town’s water system infrastruc- 
ture. In June of this year, a $12 
million water infrastructure 
improvement plan was passed 
by the town.

Calling it a first step in the 
right direction, State 
Representative — Barry R. 
Finegold joined his colleagues 
at the State House to unveil the 

assachusetts House — and 
Home Energy 

ssistance and Tax Relief Act, 
“HLE.A.T.,” an omnibus _ bill 
designed to provide short-term 
: and long-term solutions to ris- 
ing energy costs. “HEAT” 
includes House Bill 3295, legis- 
: lation authored by Rep 
resentative Finegold, which is 
designed to replace oil, as a 
source of energy, with fuel 


“HLE.A.T.” recognizes that 
with the upcoming winter 
months, it is necessary for the 
Legislature to act to bring cost- 
Saving measures to senior citi- 
zens and low-middle income 
residents around the 
Commonwealth of Massac- 
husetts. 

Industry experts project a 
20% increase in home heating 
costs for Massachusetts resi- 
dents this winter. With the 
recent devastation of Hurricane 
Katrina, and Hurricane Rita, 
wreaking havoc on the oil 
industry, the New England win- 
ter months are expected to dra- 
matically impact the incomes 
of many citizens. 

To address this looming crisis, 
the first phase of “H.E.A.T” 
will invest $80,000,000 to deliver 
targeted relief in the form of a 
home heating energy tax 
deduction, energy efficiency 
tax credits, low income home 
energy assistance programs, 
and programs designed to 


encourage the use of renewable 
energy. 

The bill will provide a tax 
deduction of up to $800 for home 
heating oil and natural gas 
expenses for“Working families 


earning up to $50,000. 

The bill also provides tax 
credits of up to $600 available 
toward the purchase of residen- 
tial energy efficient items such 
as home insulation, new win- 
dow insulation, energy efficient 
appliances and advanced home 
heating thermostats. 

Representative Finegold 
noted that this bill will allocate 
$20,000,000, toward the state’s 
Low Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program. The plan 
will also increase the total num- 
ber of citizens who will be able 
to participate in the program. 
The maximum assistance for 
individuals using electricity or 
gas to heat their homes will be 
$545.00 and the maximum assis- 
tance for individuals using oil, 
propane, or kerosene will be 
$675.00 

“These are all excellent short- 
term solutions that will help 
alleviate the energy costs we all 
face,” commented Represen- 
tative Finegold. 

“Increasing energy costs 
effect everyone, but unfortu- 
nately, it is our neediest of citi- 
zens who are the most adverse- 
ly effected,” commented 
Representative Finegold, “it 
was critical that we acted now.” 

The legislation includes com- 
ponents of House Bill 43295, a 
fuel cell initiative bill authored 
by Representative Finegold, 
which will use the Energy 
Trust Fund to promote and 
develop long-term alternative 
energy sources. Along with 
Representative . Finegold's fuel 
cell initiative bill, “H.E.A.T.” 
intends to create public/private 
partnerships to further techno- 
logical advancement in fuel cell 
technology. The legislation cre- 
ates zero or low-interest loans 
for photovoltaic system devel- 
opment and a plan to develop a

state. These efforts combined 
will help decrease the state’s 
energy costs and develop a 
roadmap for the future.

Makes two 9 x 5 x 3" loaves 
2 & 1/2 cups of sifted flour 
2 & 1/2 tsps of baking powder 
1 cup of butter 
1 cup of sugar 
3 eggs 
1 tsp vanilla 
1 cup of sour cream 
1/2 cup of coarsely chopped apples 


Filling and Topping: 
1/2 cup of packed light brown sugar mixed with: 
3 tsp of cinnamon 
1/2 tsp nutmeg 
1/2 cup of chopped walnuts or pecans 


Preheat oven to 350. Sift flour with baking powder and set aside. 
Cream butter and sugar until light, then beat in eggs one at a 
time; stir in vanilla. Add flour 1/2 cup at a time alternating with 
the sour cream, beginning and ending with the flour. Stir in the 
apples. Spoon about half of the batter into 2 greased and floured 
9" loaf pans and ten sprinkle each with half of the brown sugar/nut 
mixture.

"It is not typical for individu- 
als with developmental disabili- 
ties, such as autism, to have 
been involved in current or past 
police activities," Smalley said. 

According to Smalley, the 
Houghton Road home will be 
staffed by two Vinfen employ- 
ees on a constant basis 

“During the day, our residents 
will go to work or to a day habil- 
itation program, and during 
those hours staff members will 
also leave the home," Smalley 
said. “Once the residents 
return in the afternoon the staff 
is there." 

According to Smalley, the staff 
members remain in the home 
each night and, as a standard 
practice and requirement of the 
program, at least one of the 
staff members will be awake at 
all times. 

“We understand where the 
neighbors are coming from and 
we take their concerns very 
seriously," Smalley said. 

Vinfen does intend on holding 
a public meeting for the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood to 
attend and the company regu- 
larly conducts open houses at 
their residential facilities. 

"This is a great way for Vinfen 
to get to know the neighbors 
and for the neighbors to get to 
know Vinfen," Smalley said. 
"It's an opportunity to reduce 
the stigma and to promote the 
work we do." 

The flyer distributed to neigh- 
bors states, "As homeowners 
and abutters we were not 
informed or given the right 
until after the fact. However, if 
we were to decide to sell our 
property we would have to dis- 


close that a residential home 
for severely disturbed individu- 
als is now located on our 
street." 

Smalley does not consider the 
term "severely disturbed" to 
accurately portray the resi- 
dents that will be placed in the 
home and states that, in the 
case of the Houghton Road 
property, neither the owner of a 
nearby property or a real estate 
broker handling the sale is 
required to disclose the pres- 
ence of Vinfen's residence. 

Smalley reiterated Vinfen's 
desire to build a positive rela- 
tionship within the neighbor- 
hood. 

"If we buy a property, we take 
pride in it," Smalley said. "We 
have a history of going in and 
making the home look better 
than it had been. We will often 
rehab the home completely 
through housing and urban 
development grants." 

The Vinfen property on 
Houghton Road will represent 
Wilmington’s fourth residential 
program: There’ are similar 
properties on High Street, 
Woburn Street, and on 
Fairmeadow Road. A review of 
Wilmington police logs indi- 
cates frequent calls to the High 
Street location,"but no calls to 
the other two locations. Vinfen 
has no association with the 
High Street property, but does 
own one of the other two loca- 
tions. 

The flyer distributed. to 
Houghton Road neighbors. sug- 
gested that concerned residents 
should ‘ontact Wilmington 
Selectman Michael Newhouse 
or Massachusetts _— State 
Representative James Miceli.

There will 
also be photos of the original 
school house permanently dis- 
played inside the building," Town 
Manager Michael Caira said 
Appropriating the money and 
clearing the way for the renova- 
tions was accomplished by some 
people very dedicated to preserv 
ing Wilmington’s history. In par- 
ticular, State Senator Bruce Tarr 
(R-Gloucester) and State 
Representative James Miceli (D- 
Wilmington) who successfully 
appropriated $103,000 in state 
grants for the refurbishing of the 
West School. As soon as the 
money was set, Town Manager 
Caira collaborated with Charles 
Lyons, Shawsheen Valley Tech 
Superintendent, on the feasibility 
of the Tech's taking on the pro- 
ject. The project got underway 
last fall and finishes on the heels 
of Wilmington’s 275th anniver: 
Driving by the other schools in 
the town, it's hard for anyone 
today to grasp what it must have 
been like to attend school in a 


room that was 36’5" long and 
26’4" wide. Unlike the previous 
renovations done in the 1970's, 
this rehab of the building expand- 
ed the room to 50’ long by 26° 
wide and added a handicapped 
entrance, bathroom and coffee 
area 

This is a mutually beneficial 
project with the students from 
the Shawsheen School using the 
space as a practical training 
ground for their future careers in 
carpentry, plumbing, electrical, 
masonry and HVAC. Their efforts 
benefit the community while pro- 
viding a considerable labor cost 
savings. 

In a press release issued by 
Community Services Director for 
the Shawsheen School, Roger 
Bourgeois, states that the project 
was completed under the tutelage 
of experienced instructors who 
accompanied the students to the 
job site for hands on training in 
the individual fields of expertise 

"Not only are we excited about 
preserving this building, but also 
that we are becoming involved in 
the educational process of young 
men and women at Shawsheen,” 
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Wilmington Historical 
Commission Chairman Carolyn 
Harris stated in May. 

It has not yet been determined 
how the building will be utilized. 

"Perhaps different town com- 
mittees could use it for meetings, 
or it might be used by the high 
school alumni group as their 
headquarters,” suggested 
Wilmington Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, Roger Lessard. 

The historical perspective also 
has significance to Shawsheen. 

"The fact that it is a historical 
project means that we could 
bring it into our social studies 
classes through an integrated 
activity," suggested Voc/Tech 
Coordinator, John Lavoie.

town. 

Option three suggested main- 
taining 100 condominium units, 
maintaining the 8 townhouses 
and a two hundred fifty thou- 
sand dollar gift to the town. 

In each option, the monetary 
gifts would likely be used to 
build a new playground at the 
Shawsheen School. 

The remaining three Board 
members had not seen these 
options until Monday night's 
meeting. Several hours of dis- 
cussion about which option 
would be the most beneficial to 
the town resulted. Sullivan felt 
that, of the three, Option One 
would be best for the town, but 
was disappointed that Tambone 
wouldn't reduce the number of 
units further. McCoy felt that 
Option Three best suited the 
community’s needs but was 
flexible about the number of 
units. 


McCoy and Tambone both 
expressed some level of sur- 
prise at Sullivan's lack of 
endorsement for Option One. 

"As a developer, I left the 
meeting attended by yourself 
and Mr. McCoy _ believing 
Option One would go forward," 
Tambone said. "I thought we 
worked in good faith and was 
hopefully thinking that you 
would vote on Option One 
tonight. This is the first 1 am 
hearing of your concerns.” 
McCoy agreed 
Tambone’s sentiment. 
"You didn’t just believe it,” 
McCoy told Tambone. "It hap- 
pened." 

Sullivan felt that Tambone did 
not meet the burden of provid- 
ing a mitigation document 
spelling out the specifics of how 
the builder would find supple- 
mental funding for enhance- 
ments to the immediate and 
surrounding areas affected by 
the project.

"Mr. Tambone has been very 
reasonable, but stubborn on the 
number of units," Sullivan said. 
"I attended the Board of 
Appeals meeting and heard 
what the people in the commu- 
nity said. I want to support the 
residents -- we don’t have to set- 
tle.” 

Talks continued as questions 
about the appropriation of the 
funds being donated by the 
builder became a larger issue. 
A resident from Burt Road felt 
that the money should not go 
for a playground across town 
but should be used to enhance 
the area being affected by the 
project. 

The resident stated, "The traf- 
fic must be worked out. If you 
decide to take money from the 
builder, it should go to the com- 
munity being affected by the 
project. We need a separate 
signal and egress that would go 


out to Route 38." 

Though the general consensus 
at the start of the meeting 
appeared to be that the mone- 
tary gift would be used for a 
playground, probably at the 
Shawsheen School, by the close 
of the discussion, it was decid- 
ed that any money donated by 
the builder would be used 
entirely at the town’s discre- 
tion 

The Board voted three times 
on variations of the proposals 
offered by Tambone and all 
three times the motions failed 
by a3 to 2 vote with McCoy and 
Selectman Michael Newhouse 
on the dissenting side each 
time. 

Selectman Frank West stated 
a few times that he was not 
sure if the number of units was 
the issue. He also made it clear 
that Tambone at no time said 
he was taking the extra money 
offer off the table.

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Raymond Lepore said, "It’s not 
the job of the Board of 
Selectman to determine the 
number of units. The Board of 
Appeals has the final say on 
these matters." 

Planning Board Director 
Carol Hamilton felt that the 
board should support this devel- 
oper and should, in the least, 
send a conceptual approval to 
the Board of Appeals. She also 
felt that the board was wasting 
time discussing the document 
drawn up by Tambone based on 
his meetings with Sullivan and 
McCoy. 

"We are running around 
because of an offhand comment 
made by Town Counsel that 
everything should be spelled 
out in the mitigation document. 
I wish that Counsel had given 
some direction to the two mem- 
bers before they met with the 
builder. We ‘should be able to 
support the concept but work

out the details at a later time. 
What needs to be done will be 
done by the Board of Appeals. 
The developer will agree or his 
appeal will be denied." 

Negotiations with Tambone 
abruptly came to an end 
around 11:15 p.m. with the 
board thanking Tambone and 
head engineer Gene Sullivan 
for their time. At that point, 
nothing had been decided. 
About fifty minutes later, dur- 
ing the new Business portion of 
the agenda, McCoy put forward 
a motion that the Board of 
Selectmen inform the Board of 
Appeals that they support the 
concept of Crystal Commons 
with the understanding that the 
Board of Appeals will make all 
of the final determinations. 
The motion passed unanimous- 
ly at approximately 12:10 a.m. 
sending the Crystal Commons 
project to the Board of Appeals 
for further negotiation.

Town celebrates 275th anniversary 


Great finish at Half Marathon

Sunday morning, RMA 
Fitness Center was host to 
Wilmington’s 275th Birthday 
Half Marathon. As part of the

The overall winner was 
Wilmington resident Ken 
Warren in a time of 1:19:06, 
while the women's winner was 
former Wilmington resident 
Andrea (Ducey) Garipay in a 
time of 1:32:52. Garipay now 
resides in Melrose. 

The race was made possible 
by Reading Co-operative bank 
in North Wilmington especially 
President Susan Muse. 

The event was a huge success, 
and considering the work that 
Pazyra and others put into get- 
ting the race off the ground, it 
probably should have come as 
no surprise as to how smoothly 
things went. 

Pazyra, who had previously 
been part of organizing the 
Eye-Five road race for the 
Wilmington Lion Club in the 
1980's, has also run a number of 
races in his life and he used 
that experience to try and 
make this race as runner 
friendly as possible. 

“I had experience from those 
days to know what people 
want,” Pazyra said. “They 
want lots of water, and well 
manned water stations. They 
also want times at checkpoints 
and good course management 
from police. But above all they 
want a nice course.” ; 

Finding the nice course may 
have been the most difficult 


part of the whole process. 
Once the starting point of RMA 
had been determined, it was 
then up to Pazyra to find a 
route of exactly 13.1 miles, 

“After RMA had given us per- 
mission to use their parking 
lot, I went out and started try- 
ing to make the loop,” Pazyra 
said. “It is difficult to get it 
exactly right, but after a few 
tries it worked out.” 

Pazyra was the point man for 
the organization of the race, 
but he was hardly alone, and he 
will be the first to tell you that. 
Pazyra went to great lengths to 
thank and acknowledge the 
efforts of the countless volun- 
teers who assisted him in not 
only getting the race off the 
ground, but making it run 
smoothly. 

“There were group leaders. 
One person was in charge of 
water stops, another was in 
charge of the timers and anoth- 
er in charge of the intersec- 
tions,” Pazyra said. “I had a 
meeting and told people what I 
needed. As it turned out, these 
people were unbelievable. 
They did an incredible job.” 

The race winner, Warren cer- 
tainly agreed with Pazyra's 
assessment, A veteran of 
numerous road races, Warren 
praised the organization of this 
event. 

“It was a great time of year to 
have it, because a lot of people 
will use it as a tune-up.

“No, I don’t feel pressure. I 
just concentrate on my game 
and stay focused,” Peabody 
said. “I don’t get nervous. I 
am cool, calm and collected.” 


Peabody's confidence is well 
founded, as evidenced by his 
numerous high finishes in vari- 
ous tournaments. Most recent- 
ly before the national tourna- 
ment in Iowa he won the gold 
medal in the Massachusetts 
Special Olympics Tournament 
at UMass Amherst back in 
August. Peabody was thrilled 
with his performance in the 
UMass event. 

“I was psyched. I was very 
excited to beat so many good 
players, and to get that medal,” 
Peabody said. “The other great 
part is making new friends and 
seeing some old friends from 
other tournaments.” 

In the Iowa tournament, 
Peabody shot a 109 on the last 
day to secure his third place 
finish in Level 5, which is the 
skill level for players of the 
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race in a personal best time of 
1:19:06. Even Warren himself 
was surprised by his amazing 
performance as he beat his pre- 
vious personal best time by 
seven minutes. 

“I have never turned around 
in a race and I did not turn 
around in this one, but I just 
kept thinking that someone had 
to be coming up behind me,” 
Warren said. 

Warren has been running 
competitively for about seven 
year now and is a member of 
Whirlaway Running Club. He 
has had plenty of. success in 
races before, finishing as high 
as second in a race in Woburn 
last year, but this was his first 
win and he enjoyed the experi- 
ence of being the lead runner. 

“I have never, ever been in a 
position where it is just mé and

highest ability. The 39 year 
old Peabody was competing in 
Level 5 for the first time in his 
career, and although some of 
the best golfers from 28 states 
were represented, Peabody felt 
he had a chance to finish near 
the top of the pack.

The Wilmington High golf 
team has posted a 4-4 record to 
this point in the season, having 
lost their last two matches. 
The .500 record to this point 
puts the Wildcats in the unen- 
viable and unusual position of 
needing to fight for a tourna- 
ment spot down the stretch of 
their Cape Ann League season. 

The Wildcats most recent 
match was a difficult one, as 
they dropped a 154-136 decision 
to Hamilton-Wenham at 
Hillview Country Club on 
‘Tuesday afternoon. The story 
for the Wildcats was one that 
has become all too typical for 
them this season, in that they 
got outstanding performances 
from the top of their lineup, but 
did not get many points from 
the middle to bottom of their 
lineup.

No loss is ever easy to take, 
and when the Wild dropped 
their previous match last 
Thursday to North Andover, 
they were of course not happy.

Rams boys soccer team win pair of one-goal games

Heading into the season, 
Shawsheen Tech boys soccer 
coach Dick Barris had predict- 
ed that his4eam's biggest diffi- 
culty would be scoring goals, 
and that they would be forced 
to win games by scores of 1-0 
and 2-1 

So far Barris has been proven 
to be very accurate in his pre- 
diction, but the good news for 
the Rams to this point is that 
their defense coupled with just 
enough offense has been 
enough to give the a 3-2 overall 
record, (3-1 in the CAC Lower 
Division) 

Shawsheen's most recent low 
scoring victory came at home 
last Friday when they downed 
CAC foe Lynn Tech by a score 
of 1-0, Senior goalie Rich 
Fantasia of Tewksbury was out- 
standing in the victory, making 
17 saves to earn his first 
shutout of the season. 

“Rich played very well,” 
Barris said. “Lynn Tech had a 
couple of breakaways that he 
had to stop and he also came up 
big on some other tough shots 
as well.” 

Along with Fantasia, the 
Rams also got outstanding 
defense in front of him from 
Corey Brooks, Corey 
Fleishman, Rob Puccio and

Of course, all of the defense 
would have gone for naught if 
the Rams were not able to gen- 
erate some offense and that 
came off the foot of Mike Gray 
at minutes of the second 
half. John Semonian had a 
direct kick and he got the ball 
high in the air in the direction 
of Gray. 

“Mike got it with his left foot, 
but he is not a lefty,” Barris 
said. “He shot it with his left 
foot anyway and he got enough 
on it to get it past the goalie.” 

Making the win especially 
satisfying for the Rams was 
that they had suffered a 41 
defeat at Lynn Tech just a week 
before this game. Barris and 
the Rams knew they needed 
this win if they wanted to stay 
in contention for the CAC Lower 
championship. 

“I think after the day they 
beat us at their place, they 
thought they would be able to 
just come in here and take care 


of us and basically win the 
league title already,” Barris 
said. "I think we took them a 
little by surprise.” 

The Rams entered the Lynn 
Tech game on the heels of an 
impressive win over another 
CAC foe, Greater Lawrence on 
Thursday. Fantasia was one 
again outstanding in goal, mak- 
ing 14 saves and the Rams once 
again got some fine defense, 
but this time the offense was 
clicking a little more. 

The biggest goal of the game 
came from O'Neill, who broke 
a 1-1 halftime tie with his first 
varsity goal 

“Eddie's a fullback so he 
doesn't get many offensive 
opportunities,” Barris said. 
“He had a direct kick from mid- 
field and it went in off a greater 
Lawrence kid's head. That was 
a huge goal for us.” 

Wilmington resident, senior 
Rocco Puccio capped the scor- 
ing for the Rams on a penalty 
kick after another Ram player 
had been dragged won from 
behind. 

“I had noticed last year how 
good Rocco was with the penal- 
ty kicks,” Barris said. “He is 
very calm, cool and collected.

The Shawsheen girls soccer 
team had a little more of a 
struggle than the boys this 
week, but they still find them- 
selves with a winning record 
and in contention for the CAC 
title after going 1-1-1 for the 
week. 


Shawsheen's most recent 
game was on Monday after- 
noon at home against 
Northeast Regional and 
although the rams came away 
with a 2-1 win, Lady Rams 
coach Jack Viveiros knows his 
team could have played much 
better. 

“We struggled with them,” 
Viveiros said. “They played a 
very good game against us.” 

The Lady Rams found them- 
selves in a 1-1 tie at the half 
and it looked as if the game 
may even end that way, which 
would have been considered a 
“bad” tie for Shawsheen, but a 
very good one for Northeast, 
but captain Kayla O'Leary

The Rams most recent match 
on Monday afternoon was a 9-0 
rout of an inexperienced 
Greater Lawrence team at 
Swanson Meadows. Prior to 
that, the Rams had opened 
their season last Tuesday with 
a 7-2 win over Minuteman, also 
at Swanson Meadows. 

In each of their two wins the 
Rams have been led primarily 
by a group of young players, 
starting with sophomores 
Brandon Porter and DJ. 
Shepherd. Shepherd led the 
way against Minutemen shoot- 
ing a round of 36, while Porter 
followed close behind with a 37, 
as each won their individual 
matches.

down and Pena swept right for 
five yards on fourth down.

Impossible to get a hold of on 
the phone and a man who never 
had more than two minutes for 
an interview (maybe that was a 
hint towards me), Al Donovan is 
truly one of the best wrestling 
coaches this state has ever seen. 
He took so many athletes and 
turned them into wrestlers 
because of tremendous prac- 
tices, tremendous hard work, 
dedication and perserverance. 
Donovan is top of the line when 
it comes to knowledge in the 
sport. That's an indication since 
he held the job for 20 years and 
coached 19 state champions, 
including three in the 00-01 sea- 
son. He had many outstanding 
seasons in the tremendously 
competitive MVC league. He 
also made sure his nonleague 
schedule was the best it could be 
so his wrestlers were ready and 
were better come crunch time. 


4). Bob MacDougall, 
former cross country 
and girls track coach: 


The simplest coach I've come 
across. MacDougall kept things 
very light - here’s a work out 
schedule, here’s what you should 
do and if you work hard good 
things will come, He wasn't the 
firey, intense guy. He was the 
guy who said go do your work, 
I'll stay the finish line and if we 
win great, if not you'll get a 
good workout so that's OK too. 

When MacDougall retired, his 
accomplishments went through 
the roof. He finished just shy of 
winning 400 meets as cross 
country and indoor and outdoor 
track coach. He compiled a 483- 
239-1 overall record which 
included 6 state championships, 
8 second place finishes at the 
state level, two all-state runners- 
up trophies and 36 MVC champi- 
onships. 

A wonderful teacher (so I 
heard, didn’t have him) and a 
terrific person to be around, 
MacDougall is the true notion 
that if you work hard, good 
things will come. 


3). Steve Levine, 
boys soccer, indoor 
and outdoor track: 


He’s won six state champi- 
onships in track and has over 
250 wins as soccer coach, not to 
mention many league titles and 
great state tournament runs. 
Again it’s hard to argue with his 
success. 

He’s brutally honest, very 
tough, very demanding but also 
the Teddy Bear, who is there at 
everyone's side. Levine is suc- 
cessful in three different sports. 
In the 80s and 90s, the boys soc- 
cer team was always in the thick 
of things in the MVC ranks. The 
talent has slipped a bit but it 
looks like Levine is steering this 
program back into that direc- 
tion. 

Levine has more strengths as 
any man I know - he easily could 
be as good of an athletic direc- 
tor or school principal if ever 
given the chance. Besides his 
tremendous ability to get the 
absolutely most out of any track 
kid he comes across, he's a 
father figure to so many kids, 
who knows how to deal with 
emotions of kids, how to deal 
with problems on and off the 
field and how to deal with good 
times on and off the field. He 
does so many great things for 
people off the field, that I could 
write several books on, never- 
mind a few paragraphs trying to 
explain it all. 

He always gets everyone 
involved in everything - prac- 
tices, games, team meetings, 
team events off the field, school 
evens, media interviews - any- 
thing to get as many kids 
involved into 48 many positive 
things he possibly can ~ Levine 
gets it done so a kid feels good 
about him or herself. And that's 
the best part of his coaching 
persona. 


2). Bob Aylward, 
former football 
coach and current 
athletic director: 


From 1979 to 1989, he compiled 
a 103-53-6 record as head football 
coach at Tewksbury. He left for 
several years to coach up at 
Nashua and was 34-19 there. 

He came back for the 1996 foot- 
ball season and not only did he 
lead two of the greatest football 
seasons ever with back-to-back 
trips to the Division 2 Super 
Bowl, but he got Tewksbury 
back on the map. 

“I love here it and I miss it ter- 
ribly,” he said while in the run- 
ning for the football position 
before the 1995 season. “I gave 
my heart and soul to this pro- 
gram and town for many years 
and I will continue to do that (if 
I’m named coach).” 

He did exactly that. His loyalty 
to the kids working hard pushed 
the football team to greater 
heights and pushed the school 
spirit and the kids belief in 
themselves and each other to 
another level. That's his best 
strength. When he came back to 
coach those two seasons, all he 
did was give credit to the kids. It 
was always the kids, the kids 
and the kids. He still does that 
to this day as the school’s ath- 
letic director. 

And it was.the kids who gave it 
back to him with two memo- 
rable seasons. In 1995 the foot- 
ball team knocked off 
Chelmsford and Lowell in front 
of a combined 7,000 fans before 
traveling to Walpole to get 
defeated in the Super Bowl by 
the perennial power Rebels. 


It was that fall when Bob lost 
his father John and the Redmen 
were able to pull off a victory 
over the two-time defending 
state champion Lowell, 21-14. 

“This is our year, really,” said 
running back Tim Lavoie after 
that win. “(But) today we won 
this one for Coach Aylward.” 

The next season, 1996, the 
Redmen were back at it, defeat- 
ing the same Walpole team, this 
time at Boston University, on 
the final play of the game. That 
defensive stop at the goal line 
gave Tewksbury a 20-19 victory 
and it was the last game “Lefty” 
coached. He left with 124 wins as 
Redmen head coach and none 
bigger or better than that one. 

1). Bob McCabe, former ice 
hockey coach: 

The most innovative, creative 
and probably craziest coach I've 
ever come across, But when it 
was all said and done all he did 
was win, win and win. 

The former Boston University 
captain was gifted for the coach- 
ing ranks, since he was appoint 
ed the program's JV coach a 
year after he graduated college. 
At a very young age, he reeled 
off a 36-1 record in his first sea- 
son behind the bench, 

In 9 seasons (three different 
stints) at Tewksbury he finished 
with an incredible 132-29-10 
record, including a Division 2 
state championship in the 1994 
‘95 season, followed up by an 
undefeated regular season in 95- 
‘96. That 20-0 regular season 
mark made history as no other 
public school in the entire state 
has done that since. 

“I have never coached a team 
that has more desire to win than 
this team,” he said after the 
team started out 5-0 that state 
championship season, which 
included knocking off Division 1 
power Matignon and Division 2 
state champion Danvers, “I've 
coached teams with more talent, 
but I've never coached a team 
that hustles more than this team 
does. They have that burning 
desire to win.” 

That next year the team went 
to the Elite 8 tournament and 
gave BC High everything it 
could handle in one magnificent 
hockey game. He took the small 
est team in the Merrimack 
Valley Conference and put them 
in the Fleet Center battling the 
second best catholic hockey 
school in the entire state. And 
BC High didn't win the game 
until the final few minutes of the 
game. 

McCabe's X's and O's were off 
the charts. He had goalies start- 
ing breakouts, defensemen car- 
rying the puck end to end and 
two forwards behind the net gen- 
erating offense. He was the best 
at.motivation. He was all about 
producing and he played his best 
players and did things his way 
only, which made him the best 
coach I've seen in Tewksbury. 

“The wins and losses don't 
really matter,” McCabe once 
said. “Every coach is going to 
lose games. I know that if I'm 
not getting the best ability out of 
each and every kid every year, 
then I'm doing something wrong 
as a coach. 

“All I want is for every kid to 
know what his abilities are and 
worry about them not anyone 
else’s. If that happens then the 
team can really come together 
and that happened with the 
state championship team.”

Those horrible college-expenses were over. The kids are pretty 
much grown, working and on their own.

After fifteen years under blankets, soccer balls, street hockey 
nets, softball, footballs, and sundry other items, the GTO convert- 
ible was coming out.
